(1) In addition to waivers authorized under RCW 28A. 305.140 and
28A. 655. 180, the state board of education may grant waivers from the
requirenent for a one hundred eighty-day school vyear wunder RCW
28A. 150. 220 ((and—28A—1506-250)) to school districts that propose to
operate one or nore schools on a flexible calendar for purposes of
econony and efficiency as provided in this section. The requirenent
under RCW 28A. 150. 220 that school districts offer ((anr—annual—average

(b) An explanation and estimate of the economes and efficiencies
to be gained from conpressing the instructional hours into fewer than
one hundred ei ghty days;

(c) An explanation of how nonetary savings from the proposal wll
be redirected to support student |earning;

(d) A summary of comments received at one or nore public hearings
on the proposal and how concerns wi ||l be addressed;
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(e) An explanation of the inpact on students who rely upon free
and reduced-price school child nutrition services and the inpact on
the ability of the child nutrition programto operate an economcally
i ndependent program

(f) An explanation of the inpact on enpl oyees in education support

positions and the ability to recruit and retain enployees in education

support positions;

(g) An explanation of the inpact on students whose parents work
during the m ssed school day; and

(h) Oher information that the state board of education may
request to assure that the proposed flexible calendar wll not
adversely affect student |earning.

(3) The state board of education shall adopt criteria to evaluate
wai ver requests. ((No—more—than—f+ve—distriets—may—be—granted
waivers—)) \Waivers may be granted for up to three years. After each
school year, the state board of education shall analyze enpirical
evidence to determne whether the reduction is affecting student
| ear ni ng. If the state board of education determ nes that student
learning is adversely affected, the school district shall discontinue
the flexible calendar as soon as possible but not later than the
begi nning of the next school year after the determ nation has been

Requi res that wai ver applications include an expl anati on of
the inpact of the waiver on enployees in education support
positions, in addition to other application requirenents.

. Renoves the subsection requiring the State Board of Education
to submt a report to the Legislature by Decenber 2013.
. Adds that the section and waivers expire August 31, 2017.
